In  Elizabethan  Days,  the 
Globe  Theatre  enjoyed  a marked  supe- 
riority over  all  other's.  William  Shake- 
speare was  at  that  time  coming  into  his 
ovun  as  an  ador  and  playwright , as 
well  as  being  one  of  the  leading  share- 
holders in  this  talented  organisation.

“ sunshinne"  afternoon  in  1613,  the 
theatre  was  packed  for  an  elaborate 
performance  of  one  of  Shakespeare' s 
new  plays  ( which  we  now  know  as 
“ Henry  VIII"  ).  The  firing  of  a gun 
fired  the  whole  theatre,  and  in  one  hour 
nothing  was  left  of  the  stately  Globe 
There  were  no  casualties , although  one 
unf  ortunate  “ had  his  breeches  set  on 
fire , but  with  the  aid  of  provident 
wit , put  it  out  with  bottle  ale  "
